"There was a three-year-old Jav- 
anese boy who, after several treat- 
ments, was cured. So we told the 
parents they need not come any more. 
Nevertheless they continued to bring 
the little fellow every day, and, on 
being asked for their reason, ex- 
plained that there was no peace at 
home until they consented to take him 
to the Hospital.

It 
is poissibie of rendition as a solo, blit 
we think the effect would be greatly 
intensified if it were treated as a 
unison song by a full Band or even a 
mixed group of Songsters, 

The Songsters' Settion.— The first 
item in this section is of a very bright 
and vigorous nature; one of those 
march-like tunes that instinctively in- 
duce a general movement of the feet, 
tapping out the time in agreement 
with the rhythmic stride of the music. 
Both the words and music are written 
in a popular style, and the piece will 
probably secure instant approval 
wherever it is sung, and as it comes 
witWn the range of the average Song- 
ster Brigade it should be widely taken 
up. 

A Present Help.— This item will 
probably require much more time in 
working up than the preceding. Here 
we meet with a good deal of rhyth- 
mic variety which requires to be eare- 
fully handled by the conductor.

THE RECRUITING GROUND FOR FIENDS 

From many aspects the evils of dancing could be treated; e.g, the 
extravagance it creates, or the efl^ects of excitement and late hours on the 
health; but for a few moments let us look at the highly successful way the 
devil uses it in his work of destroying the souls of girls and young women. 

From our Rescue Home Matrons, and Police Court Officers, there is 
abundant evidence that the public dancftig hall is an excellent recruiting 
"round for those fiends in human form who are searching for fresh victims 
for the altar of man's depraved appetite. "Who wouldn't try and get another 
girl when you get a silk dress for it 7" brazenly said one of them to a Press 
representative a few months ago; and in the dancing halls are to be found 
those whose minda are ready for the poisonous suggestions. 

Very, very few are those who adopt an evil life against their will or 
through force of circumstances. Disilluaionment soon follows; but alas, too 
latel But in the first place, the victims were willingly such— the prey came 
to the snare of its own accord. How far is the dance responsible for this7 

It would be too sweeping a statement to say that all who engage in 
dancing are impure; but it is certain that the temptations in this direction 
are exceedingly numerous. The various attitudes auupied and emhraws 
allowed in modem dancing or jazzing cannot fail to break down a girl's 
reserve. One cannot watch a dance in progress without admitting the 
degree of undue intimacy and HMggestiveness depends largely upon the 
individuals themselves; but remember we are considering it from the stand- 
point of a girl whose eyes are still dazzled by the surface glitter and false 
gaiety, and who has not discovered how cracked are the cisterns from which 
she is drinking. She is carried away by an exhilaration she cannot under- 
stand or explain. 

CAUGHT IN THE WHIRL 

For many, thank God, there are counter attractions, and preventive 
mensurcs, but a largu iiuiubei' uri; uaught in the whirl before they are aware 
of the danger they are running.

To the eyes closed by the glamour of the moment to a 
sense of proportion, this prospect is alluring, and weakened by the immodest, 
reckless dancing in which they have been indulging, following upon the 
ruinous effect of the sex-film, they are far more likely to lend an ear to the 
voice of the tempter than those who have not placed themselves in such 
dangerous positions.

1. A Patrol consisting of six to 
eight members under the direction of 
an appointed leader. 

2. A Troop composed of several 
Patrols under a Local Ofiicer known as 
Scout or Guard Leader. 

3. The united Troops under the di- 
rection of the Divisional Officer. 

The T.C. is the Commander-in- 
Chief, and the Officer next in charge, 
is the Territorial Young People's 
Secretary, In addition to the helpers 
above mentioned, others ara ap- 
pointed to assist, such as the Chap- 
lain, Coiporal, first and second class 
Scouts and Guards, and so on. 

Promotion can be earned and must 
be by merit Boys or girls who are 
careless and indifferent find it im- 
possible to pass into the first class 
ranks, as the tests or examinations 
eliminate those who are not industri- 
ous. Even beginners must commit to 
memory the pledge, declaration, and 
be able to do certain exercises selected 
by the Leader. Other tests are also 
required before the applicant is en- 
rolled. It will be seen, therefore, that 
the young person who is energetic 
enough to qualify for membership is' 
likely to make good. 

To be eligible for promotion to sec- 
ond rank the candidate must have a 
knowledge of first aid, be able to svsim, 
name the books of the Bible in order, 
cook a dinner and understand the 
points of the compass. Those who 
wish to become first class L.-S. Scouts 
or Guards ntust pass examinations 
in nursing, life saving from drowning 
and fire, he able to bandage a broken 
ai-m, give directions to a stranger as 
to how to reach the fire hall, police 
.qtation, hospital, telegraph or phone 
station in the town where they reside. 
Several other tests and clRims nro de- 
manded from thnse seeking advance- 
ment, but each has in it those qualities 
that are likely to make alert boys nnd 
girls and help qualify them for future 
service.

CALLED HIGHER 
Ab we go to press we learn that 



AMONG the many hundreds of Com- 
binations in The Salvation Army 
Band world it would be diiBcult to 
find a more cosmopolitan one than the 
Chinese Territorial Staif Band. No 
fewer than seven countries are repre- 
sented by its personnel: England, 
Australia, Canada, America, Switzer- 
land, Norway, and Sweden. It musters 
twenty-two, and all, with the excep- 
tion of Brigadier Chard, are young 
Officers either attached to Peking 
Territorial Keadquarters Staff, or are 
in the language school. 

The Bandmaster, Adjutant James 
E. Sansom, son of Major Sansom, of 
the Men's Social Work (England), has 
charge of the Finance OiRce. It will 
be remembered that before going to 
China the Adjutant was a member of 
the International Staff Band. 

Brigadier Chard, also a member of 
the Band, was one of the original six 
Officers who had to do with the estab- 
lishing of The Army in Peking; the 
Brigadier is head of the Field Depart- 
ment. 

The work in North China is under 
the direction of Commissioner Pcarce, 
and is steadily advancing in three im- 
portant provinces: Chihle, Shantung, 
and Shansi. The original plan of keep- 
ing to the railway lines, with Peking 
and Tien-tsin as centres, has, in the 
main, been adhered to, Corps having 
been opened in cities which are within 
easy reach of the railway. In several 
cases, however, we have been forced 
to leave the beaten track because of 
the urgent requests we have received 
from the inhabitants of villages. 

The great distances between the 




Corps forbid the Band campaigninj, 
very far afield at present, but no doulit 
in the future ways and means will.be 
found to make IJiis possible. Its ser- 
vices are, however, very much apptt- 
ciatcd in the city, and its music is a 
most effective medium of proclaiming 
the Gospel both to the native and the 
"foreigner" (European).

Smartness and precision of move- 
ment have a charm for most young 
folks, and the opportunity for parade 
certainly appeals to them. .There is 
also the fascination of position and 
the opportunity which the Troop offers 
of rising to be a somebody who pos- 
sesses authority and whose word 
must be obeyed. The prospect of ris- 
ing to be a Corporal or Patrol Leader 
in a Troop makes a great appeal to 
the legitimate ambition of youth. 

The activities interest. 

The variety of program makes a 
strong appeal to the most enterprising 
and captivates the most restless. 

We are constantly bemoaning the 
fact that many promising livea are 
spoilt by the lack of stability of char- 
acter an* conduct. This may be the 
outcome of lack of self-control, reli- 
ability, or powers of application—or 
the product of seliishness and low 
moral standards. 

The discipline of the Troop is in- 
valuable to young life from this view- 
point. Many of those who come under 
its "influence recognize authority for 
the iirst time. In every other aspect of 
life they have been allowed to be a lav.- 
unto themselves. As a Scout or Guani, 
the acceptance of discipline is the 
order of the day; authority must be 
recognized if they are to obtain or re- 
tain a place in the Troop, and the in- 
crease of self-r6speet, which is the 
natural sequence of self-control,' is 
bound to influence character. '■ The 
harmonious working of the whole 
when discipline governs and the jar 
occasioned by any breach, must pre- 
sent an object lesson which will make 
a strong claim on reason and judg- 
ment, and prove beneficial to char- 
acter. 

The need for application tends to 
develop tenacity of purpose and 
powers of perseverance. These are, 
Kenbrally speRVing, as much 3. develop- 
ment as any other quality, and are 
absolutely necessary to reliability of 
character. 

The Tests, with the carefully pre- 
pared scale of work and study, make 
application a keynote to progress, bnt 
the pleasant environment, variety of 
program, and the incentive of badges, 
and so on, destroys to a great extent 
any tedious aspect. 

The spirit of true chivalry outlined 
in the Declaration and fostered so 
carefully in the rules and activities 
of the Organization, is the very op- 
posite to the selfish, careless spirit of 
the age, which is largely responsible 
for the prevailing low moral and 
spiritual standards. Young people 
who have once tasted the pure joy of 
unselflsh service can never be quite 
the same again and if they have 
really seen the greatness of true no- 
bility of thought and conduct, they 
can never be satisfled with the base 
and mean.

THE flat roofs of .the houses ot 
Palestine join each other in many 
eases, and thus afford an easy pas- 
saue from onp house tx) annthP'', wtiicl" 
to^this day is often used. This ex- 
plains our Lord's words to His dis- 
ciples not U> think, whe:i troubles buret 
on the land, o£ coming down to take 
anything out of the house if thejr 
chanced to be on the housetop at the 
moment the news reached them They 
were rather to flee along the rooia 
and thus escape. 

There are many allusions to hou«- 
tops in the Bible. Samuel communed 
with Saul on the housetop for privacy, 
so that his dwelling must ha.e been 
flat-roofed. When the paralytic was 
brought to Jesus his bearers took lum 
up the outside stairs, so common still 
in the court or yard of Eastern houses, 
and carried him to the hou>!Ctop. Many 
roofs have a hatchway opening into 
the room below, but closed in the cold 
months; and this having been hft«i '"^ 
was easy to let the man down at tne 
feet of the Saviour. His couch, we 
may be sure was simply a haromocK, 
offering no difficulty to his entrance 
through the opening. 

Isaiah speaks of the people of Moab 
assembling on their housetops "howl- 
ing and weeping abundantly ^ **^ 
news of the taking of their capital by 
the foe. The Jews in the apostasy 
copied the evil example of Aliaz in 
erecting altars to the host of heaven 
on the top of his hou.>:e, for thcv bmlt 
private ones for the same idolntory on 
their own roofs, and burnt in^"!^ 
upon them. And Christ again tells 
His disciples to use the low housetcps 
for a pulpit from which to proclaim 
His glad news.

At No. II Corps we have a night school 
for young Indian people, attended by 
sixty scholars. Many of these have 
now begun to also attend the Sunday 
Meetings.

Throughout the Ter- 
ritory there were 252 new recruits and 
240 new Soldiers made — a grand total 
of 492. Of these 183 were actually 
enrolled in the Tokyo meeting.

A VALUABLE COLLECTION

In 
this connection •a, notice appears in 
the Finnish press that during the En- 
sign's many years in the Dutch East 
Indies he has gathered a collection of 
ethnological and natural history speci- 
mens, which he had brought with him 
to Finland. 

Great intert-at has been created in 
the public exhibition of the collection 
of specimens in Helsingfords and 
various other places in Finland.

Europe.

THIRTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 

A BANDSMEN'S Congress was held 
■^^ recently in connection with the 
celebration of the thirty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the commencement of The 
Army's work in Holland, now under 
the leadership of Lieut.-Commissioner 
Howard. 

Three hundred and fifty Bandsmen, 
from all parts of' the Netherlands, as- 
sembled in Amsterdam. This number 
included several complete Bands, such 
as those from Hagu« I, Rotterdam I, 
Groningen I and U, Utrecht I and 
Dordrecht I. 

On their arrival the Bands, together 
with their comrades, marched through 
the city by special arrangements with 
the authorities. 

Floats, representative of various 
phases of Salvation Army work in 
Holland, formed part of the proces- 
sion, which contained symbolic pres- 
entations of work sueh as Prison 
Work, Farm Colony Effort, Rescue 
Work, Slum Work, Chilrfi-en's Wort. 

Ex-prisoners from the Woudenberg 
Garden Colony, and colonists from the 
Lunteren Farm Colony, were present, 
together with many others, including 
a fine battalion of 100 Corps Cadets 
of Amsterdam.

By the provision of a law recently 
passed by the United States House of 
Representatives, American women do 
not lose Uieir citizenship through 
marrying foreigners. Foreign women 
who marry Americans do not become 
American citizrns until they have 
lived a yea^ in the United States. 

Owing to the drought in Weetem 
Japan, tenant farmers are abandoning 
the cultivation of rice. 

An airship service between Loudon 
nnd Bombay is contemplated. The 
journey will take five and a half days. 

For the purpose of studying EngUsh 
law and procedure, a party of Danish 
lawyers are visiting England. 

Mr. W. T. Taft said at a dinner of 
the English Speaking Union that tbe 
maintenance of the bond between 
Great Britain and America was es- 
sential for the saving of the world. 

Ten thousand British householdera 
have obtained licenses to use broad- 
casting receiving sets. 

An International Conference of Wel- 
fare Workers is to be held in Noi^ 
mandy next month. The countries 
represented will be America, Austra- 
lia, Belgium, China, France, Great 
Britain, Holland, India, Sweden, and 
Switzerland. 

The formal ceremony of the betroth- 
al of the Japanese Crown Prince with 
the Princess Nagako will take place 
early next month, when the customaiy 
betrothal presents will be exchanged.^
